the respon sibilities of law en ­ 
forcemen t should be tran sferred 
from local police to the FBI. 
“ It has been in tim ated that in 
protectin g the life of the P re si­ 
d en t of the Un ited Stales,” he 
said ,

should take in to custod y every­ 
on e who m ight con ceivably be a 
th reat

It 
was Oswald whom the com m is­ 
sion held solely respon sible for 
the assassin ation of P resid en t 
Ken n ed y. Hoover con ten d s there 
was n othin g in the record to 
suggest that Oswald was d an ­ 
gerous. 
“ Total security for the P re si­ 
d en t of the Un ited States is ri­ 
d iculous,” Hoover said . “ When 
he is gregarious an d loves to 
move aroun d , you c a n ’t box him 
in . You can ad vise him to take 
certain precaution s — but that

Hoover said there is pressure 
from civil rights lead ers for the 
FBI to give person al protection

The propon en ts arg ue 
that local police can n ot be trust­ 
ed to view the Negro cause with 
sym pathy. 


“ They w an t us to be bod y­ 
guard s an d to give person al pro­ 
tection .”

“ We still have trouble with

But lawr en force­ 
men t tod ay is far better than it 
was 30 years ago. The police are 
better train ed an d I like to thin k 
this is partly d ue to our train in g 
of police officers at our Nation al 
Police Acad em y.

in the Dukes losing rather than tying in the overall meet 
Although on the surface it seems that much of the blame is till 
referee’s, we think that much of it should fall on poor management, 
(lose 
The last match of the evening was a close one. between Dixon’i 
Dave Huffman and Rock Falls’ Al Quick. 
If Huffman won by 
a pin, Dixon won the meet; if he won by 
a 
decision a tie resulted; 
if it was a tie. Rock Falls won. 
As the thing ended 
officially, the match was called a tie, 7 7, 
but the Dixon side feels it should have been 
8 -7 Huffman, the offi­ 
cial scorer said it was 7-5 Quick, but no one knows for sure, be­ 
cause few persons heard the buzzer sound the end of the match. 
What the final score was is important in a sense, because 
Huffman and Quick were each on the mat to win, not to tie, or 
lose, although to be sure Rock Falls benefited from the tie. 
What is more important, however, 
is the way the incident was 
handled. The official scorer and the official timer were seated on 
a stage quite a distance from the mat. in fact, probably as far. if 
not farther than most spectators. When Quick was successful on a 
reverse (two points), tilings went into a bedlam, because at about 
the same time, fans began to notice the official timer trying to 
stop the bout. 'Hie two wrestlers and the referee continued action 
for at least 30 seconds, if not longer, because they hadn't heard 
the buzzer—a result of poor management. 
When the match finally was stopped, Dixonites believed Huff­ 
man had w’on; Rock Falls citizens believed Quick had won 
When asked, the official scorer said it was 7-5 for Quick The 
referee then evaluated the situation, giving Huffman two points the 
official scorer missed, and making it 7-5 Huffman. The decision 
then remained as to whether Quick’s reverse was in tune 
The official scorer previously had said it was. he reaffirmed it, 
and the match ended in a tie. and Rock Falls won the meet.

Another sore point of the evening was the length of the matches. 
Rock Falls did a good thing in tiying to get as many
